INTRODUCTION 


** If any portion of history merits more attention than ot! 
it sliould seem that a period of a revolution in the state o: 
prof^ros»s of the foun^tion of a new one demand the stri 
investigation. Shivaji was the founder of the Mahratta D 
niovii in the peninsula of India, and hitherto we hav< 
uccoua% cither suMciently aecuratc or sufficiently connecte 
follow his life. " 

Thus wrote Robert Orme on the 26th of June 1779. His 
^attempt to collect such accurate and connected account a 
Shivaji is embodied in his volume 174 which in this collet 
is no ( 533 Vol. II ). This search he followed up by collet 
such information as was then available for him at the J 
House. Ho read all the necessary Factory Records and ma 
out the passages which had according to him some beariuj 
the life of Shivaji* The passages were subsequently tram 
cd and arranged for him under separate heads. This is, Orme 
114. He also tried to collect contemporary information abou 
times and the life of Shivaji from other private sources. Ri 
Orme continued his researches tar and wide ; he wrote t 
Charles Mallet at Poona to supply him with a picture and 
early history of Shivaji and some account of Shahaji. He 
collected such information as he could trace from Portugese^ I 
and French sources (Nos. 534-541). Orme's work has beei 
foundation of all the attempts— as also of this one— which 
so far been made to gather an accurate and connected accou 
the life and times of Shivaji from English and European sou 
There are a few passages in Orme's collection (114) v 
qfinnot now be traced back to the originals, as the origin^s 
been lost and but for Orme's pioneer work wo would have 
deprived the use of these for all time. Our grateful thank 
due to Orme's indefatigable labour \x saving the extrao 
posterity. 

With the collection of Robert Orme as a guide, I tri 
trace the originals, and read some of the Factory Recorc

Here we are publishing for the first time more th 
thousand extracts from the letters and dispatches of contex 
raries of Shivaji bearing on matters dealing with the liTe 
work of Shivaji. The writers are writing about things w 
they had occasion to know personally or about things w 
they heard and they reported these because it was their 1 
ness to do so. We have tried to preserve the old spelling 
punctuation. In this record have been preserved also al 
adjectives heaped from time to time on* Shivaji so that stud 
of history may be in a position to trace the several &tag< 
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coatempdrary' public opiniou between the ‘‘rebel*' 
the crowned kiag. 

Since these correspondents are narrating 
personally saw or heard when the things reported 
ally happening round them we need not hereafter r< 
to present a sufficiently accurate and sufficiently 
account of such matters as are included herein on 
Marathi or Mahomedau.

(ii) If the correspondent is reporting things from 
sonal knowledge, we have (a) further to see what oppor 
ties he had of knowing things and (b) how he has usee 
opportunity and (c) whether he is a faithful narrator of tl 
and (d) whether his outlook ou things and men is col 
by any bias. 

(iii) If the writer is reporting things merely as cm 
news, it is necessary to exaim ne the source of this report 
to see if it is corroborated anywhere by some more rel:

(iv) When a correspondent is giving expression to s 
views, we should try to see for ourselves the grounds whicl 
had to arrive at that conclusion and also take note oi 
prejudices and prepossessions. 

Looking at the letters from this point of view it shoul 
stated that the writers are fairly faithful narrators of ev€ 
and as they reported things to their superiors and as at times 
superiors corrected the reports, this is no doubt a faithful^^e 
of those things in which the writers were immediately cone 
0(1. These contemporary writings are of material hel] 
history when the writers of the several letters are themss 
the actors in these ie vents and especially when they are wr: 
during the course of the transactions or soon after. Thus 
looting at Rajapure, Hubly, Carwar, Surat, Dharangaon, o:

T 
the information which we glean from the reco 
scrappy, the writers do noj. send us on any wrong see 
never tried to embellish tfie same and as it was being 
checked. Bias has at times coloured the view of 
analysing the whole record the following tsoncl

(i) Carwar had throughout a bias against Shiva

It i 
ported more than a month after the fatal day. There is no i 
Uon either of the exact date or ot the place where the e 
occurred. Neither the incidents which led up to the crisis 
the important events which followed it are mentioned, 
names of the other persons who took part in the event are i 
tioned. The report that Shivaji sent his mother as hostag 
Afzal's camp is otherwise uncorroborafiad and obviously wi 
The report mentioned in No 1 that the Queen at Vijapore 
vised Afzal to pretend friendship with Shivaji because a for 
lOOOC was not deemed strong enough to overpower him 
wrong report as there is a firman recently discovered 
printed which clearly states the command to Afzal by the q

Shivaji's as 
from Agra referred to in (133)— The date of the escape 
Agra is supplied by Jedhe, 17— 8-1666. Shivaji reached R* 
oil 20-11-1666 along with Sambhaji. This has been refeirt 
in (135) dated 26-3-1667.

unts is how could these writers describe the several iiicide 
graphically, since all of them were shut up in the factory 
A close analysis of the letters and incidents will show tl 
only ansvrer to this question is that the writers 
filled in the details bj'- relying entirely on Anthony 

The following is a close analysis of the letters. 

No 73 Reports Shivajfs arrival and departure an 
ShivajTs departure records everything which Authony Smi 
told. '^That night the rogue got into the town and began 
it on fire and fell to plundering." The men got all sa^ 
the English house.*" Then No. 73 reports about lootinfj 
on a round the English house.

The details are obviously filled in after wax 
given by Anthony Smith. 

No. 74 is a report of consultation prior to the arr

No. 75 gives no details at all. 

No. 76 Specifically mentions that Anthony Smit! 
an eyewitness to several cruelties and then proce 
narrate them. 

No. 7 6 mentions that Authony Smith escaped mira 
ly ; we know that this is- not a fact. 
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No. 78 is a detailed report by the President and Counc 
Surat to the company dated the 28th January u e, three we 
after the event. There is no report of hands being cut off oi 
any other ‘cruelty from personal knowledge of the oounciU 

No. 79 The Rev. John. UBscaliot reports the arrival 
the English house of Anthony Smith on Friday afternoon 
remarks " You may be sure each man was inquisitive to ki 
news from Anthony Smith who told us &c." Then of course 
incidents are graphically reported. 

It is thus dear that it is on the sole testimony of Antb 
Smith — ^unsupported by either Dutch or other recorda-that vari 
cruelties are attributed to Shi vaji as having been inflicted by 
for extorting money. Anthony Smith was a despicable wn 
and was sent to England to answer for several misdemeano 
one of them being an alleged attempt to betray the C 
pany to Shivaji. It is obvious that we cannot trust to su< 
personage for the serious charge made against Shivaji and 
that quite a number of the details in the English account < 
not be accepted with the blind faith with which historians 1 
accepted them hitherto. 

Shivaji made Anthony Smith write a note to the comp 
(page 76 line 4) that he had not come to do any harm to the 1 
lish or other merchants but only to revenge himself on Aun 
zeb who had invaded his country and had killed some of 
relations and that he would have the English and the Dutch 
him some present. This the English and the Dutch actual!}' 
when Shivaji came to Surat for the second time. The D 
Records will throw fresh light on this point and help us to 
mine the truth or the falsehood of all the statements mad 
these records. The Rev. John L'Escaliot had suggested 
Shivaji attacked Surat in order to prevent the Mogul 
Yijapore forces joining hands against him. This suppba 
be a reasonable ground and if that was so Shivaji could n< 
thought to be so impolitic as to give-offence to the English 
French and the Dutch.

There have, so far, been several theories about Shivaji 
and there nave been varying calculations regarding their i 
There was an old theory that just as Shivaji went tb 
fom^l thread ceremony for the purpose of coronatio 
took a new wife in order that there should be a p 
crowned queen. But the protagonists of this theory o 
the fact that Shivaji had* already two sons — Sambhaji tir 
xam— born to him. If the alleged marriage after tin 
ceremony was the proper marriage, and the lady with w 
was married after the thread ceremony was the oi 
qualified to be raised to the position of a queou, tk 
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marriages previously gone through would have been 
valid and the progeny not entitled to succeed ’ him* 
pundits who h&d assembled there seem to have appreciate< 
absurdity :of the situation. They, therefore, decided tha 
proper thing to do was for Shivaji to go through 
approved form of marriage with his wives. This view is b 
out by a contemporary record called the Rajyabhisheka- 
pataru. The author who says that he was closely watching 
several ceremonies with a very critical eye records that Sb 
was married to the ‘^same ladies”, (beginning of the third Shi 
t. e. chapter }. Oxinden remarks that the marriage on tht 
was gone through without any state or cermony. Suppc 
Shivaji was married to a new. wife for the purj 
of coronation then it would certainly have been celebi 
with some state and ceremony.

Literacy “Shivaji could never write his name*' is a 
gorical assertion of James Grant DuflF. In this collection 
are about eight references which have a direct bearing o 
question of literacy.

We have mentioned before that the English mere! 
Rajapore had been advised by Rustum Jamma to spa 
granadoes for Shivaji ; not only that they failed to com] 
this request but they further sold the granadoes to Sid 
along with mortar-pieces and helped SiddI Johar in I 
Panhala. What part the granadoes played in the siege 
far it proved to be a source of disturbance to the besieg 
on record but the fact \hat the English merchants 
pore were actively helping Siddi Johar without any pro 
on Shr/aji’s part remained absolutely undisputed to th 
dice of the Company. Shivaji, therefore, had the ir 
arrested. Shivaji returned everything which he had tal 
all the other Rajapore:merchant8 except the English ^ 
obviously harmed him. Later on a peace . was c< 
between Shivaji and Vijapore and Shivaji commanded tl 
of the Konkan coast except the castle of Danda Rajapo: 
Siddi of Danda Rajapore could be a source of trouble to 
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territory at his pleasure ; and the only way to stbp l:hi 9 ws 
bring the castle under hts jurisdiction. The Rajapore'mercb 
knew that Shivaji's great need and ambition was the takini 
Rajapore castle> and the best way in which the company c 
make amends to Shivaji for the wrong which the merch 
had unauthorisedly done him at Panhala was to help bin 
turn a difficult corner and attain an object on which be hac 
his heart, spent an enormous fortune and sacrificed a 1 
number of people. As to the losses which the comp my no 
have suffered at Rajapore in the capture of the English h< 
he was prepared to compensate them. Randolph Taylor w 
(53) on 6/2/1662 that Shivaji would grant the company 
place convenient for them in his possession with several c 
advantages if they would assist him in taking Danda Raja 
castle. Both Raoji Pandit and Shivaji were anxious to hav< 
English to trade at Rajapore (60). The French met Shivaji 
after some negotiations settled at Rajapore. Shivaji gave t 
Caul to trade freely in his ports and when they were with 
he inquired as to why the English would not return to Raja 
and he was told that the English wanted ready money ; Sh 
expressed a wish to compensate them in customs duties. 

While both sides were feeling their way with a vie 
reopening negotiations Shivaji raided Surat twice and 
Hubly but did not molest the English. In the meanwhile I 
bay was transferred to the English East India Com] 
and the Company was building there a strong wareh 
and fortifying the place. After their settlement at Bor 
Shivaji must have found that the English could be of great he 
him if they chose to or else they could be a source of annoy 
and he, thercforci showed a keen desire to accommodate t 
The English, on their part, were anxious to have an a: 
ment with Shivaji because there was war going on betweei 
Etiglieh and the Dutch ; and the Dutch had made proposi 
Shivaji to render mutual aid viz. Shivaji to help the I 
to take Bombay and the Dutch H help Shivaji to 
Danda Rajapore castle* The English, therefore, did 
raise any objections to the terms of agreement proj 
by Shivaji, While negotiating about the terms of agree 
with Shivaji the company had to consider before every t

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infotmation regarding these negotiatioas was sure tolou 
spite of all attempts to keep it secret ( 296 ) and cotis 
the Mogul was eispected to look, at them with d 
Bombay clearly set out this point for the cousideratioti < 
that one particular business should not be allowed 
to the prejudice of the general business of the cornpaii;; 
The reply of Surat (372) to the question wad imaiv 
They clearly foresaw the displeasure of the Mogul aiu 
ed some trouble. But since the Island of Bombay t; 
both for provisions and for traffic on Shivaji’s territor 
was opposite to Bombay and as they expected to 
several new factories in ShivajTs territories (429) Surat 
to enter into peace with Shivaji and to endure patient 
the Mogul might impose on them rather than decline the 
and benefit of the company in the island ( 460 ).

reasons for this decline are clearly set out by the I 
at Surat in bis dispatch to the company dated t 
November 16C 9.

(103/2, 104/2, 195/2) are in support of the same f 
The French supplied Shivaji with 2000 maunds of lead ai 
iron guns ; with this Bombay thought Shivaji would be able t 
out a notable fleet against the Siddy, because the only 
that he was in need of was the guns and he had impor 
Bombay to supply him with them. Bombay had quite a num 
spare but they did not thinkrit advisable to part with these be 
they thought that the transaction would affect them iidvc 
Bombay knew that at Rajapore the French were sup] 
guns to Shivaji, so whether they themselves did it or no 
vaji was getting the guns and the powder he wanted from 
Companies. They, however, did not like to bring them 
^'into intrigue” (213/417/419/424/434.) At Madras the t 
pursued the same policy ; Shivaji asked for people who 
make gun carriages and for engineers who could co 
mines The request was refused as it would have inci 
Shivaji's power. (251, 255). One thing is further worth nol 
the two brass guns, whic£i have been referred to so often I 
were carried to Surat and were sold to the local governor. 
Berkley castle brought out 1 3 guns out of which some 
spared for Shivaji. 

The supply of guns was the active help which S 
aBked of the English at Bombay ; this they woqU 
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render. There was another wasy of doing him service and th 
was to refuse shelter to his enemies at Bombay. Ah far back 
June 1669 the Siddy of Danda Rajapore solicited' permissi 
of Bombay, to winter there in case of necessity^ and Bomb; 
promised him all civility (166). The Siddy was much straiten 
by Shivaji (171) who wished either to storm or starve him. T 
Siddy on his part was going to hold out as long as he could b 
if* forced to yield was going to hand over the place to t 
Mogul. So; as a part of a campaign against Shivaji a fleet w 
fitted out at Surat and sent against him (340) under Sic 
Sambole. So any help rendered to either of theSiddiswas 
hostile act toward Shivaji. One or the other of the Si^ 
used to winter in Bombay every year in spite of all promises 
the contrar 3 \ Shivaji and his officers remonstrated against tl 
very bitterly year in and year out. The Siddies were by ] 
means a source of help to the island and Bombay bittei 
complained against Siddy Sambole’a behaviour (402/404). I 
had all his provisions from Bombay, but for which he could n 
have been preserved and he returned the obligations by stc 
ping all provisions coming to Bombay and Bombay thoug 
that his chief design in coming to the port was 
do more harm to Bombay than to Shivaji. He blocked the riv 
at Caranja and was thinking of building a’ fort upon the islai 
and Bombay was of opinion that it ''concerns us to look about 
and not tamely to suffer ourselves to be nosed and imposed up< 
by these falsehearted villains.” (404), Surat had a consult 
tion on the matter and they decided to dissuade Siddy Sambe 
from this design by a considerable present. This was in 165 
but the next year Siddy Sambole arrived in Bombay harbour 
winter exactly at the time when Oxinden was preparing to go 
Rairy to have the articles of peace signed and sealed by Shivc 
Once during his visit the Siddy enlisted a number 
Portuguese and "topasses” who were inhabitants of Bombay 
Ills service (19/2). Shivaji was naturally affronted by the^idd; 
wintering at Bombay, and he sent many latters threatening 
attack the Siddy^s fleet in Bomiiay harbour and burn 
But all the while his hands were* very full and he could i 
bring things to a crisis (221). The wintering of the enei 
ships at Bombay was a continuous source of annoyance 
Shivaji and in spite of his great efforts and sacrifices both 
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men and money he could not capture the Daiida Ka japi 
So the only *.hii»ig to do was to build a castle somcwl 
Bombay and thus prevent the enemy from wiulori 
This is the origin of the Heudry-Kendry affair. Of < 
El} glisb. fought hard against Shivaji but eventually the; 
give up the fight. All the stages of this struggle can 1 
from the complete records which appear in Lh'S voliii. 
first time. The company at last came to the cone. usio 
struggle with Shivaji was a costly altair and they < 
pursue it further. :Thc advice which Surat gave to Boi 
to leave the dispute for the Siddy and Shivaji to settle 
themselves and to give some plausible excuse for 
tirming the struggle any further.

Shivaji died without achieving his heart's desire 
Danda Rajaporc. Shivaji knew that it was within t 
of Bombay to give him effective help by snj^plying 
guns and by preventing the wintering of the Siddies 
with that design that he entered into a peace with tli 
Company on terms which he did not concede to a 
power. Is it> theiif in any way conceivable tlu 
should ignore these gross breaches of neutrality and 
ward mith funds to feather the nest of the l-CngUsh i 
of Rajaporc and to rehabilitate them in their former r 
The fact remains that the Rajaporc moreiiauls 
him harm at Paiihala and the}' wore given a 
make amends for the same, by serving him as tl 
Vijapore before. Why should Shivaji alone b 
by the contract ? Did the English Company rou 
strictly neutral ? Bombay came in closer touch \vi 
and left to themselves they would have satisfied a] 
able deipands for help made on them. But they had to :

lu order to understand fully the significance of Shi’ 
uchieveraents and the greatness of his glory one must tr 
understand the circumstances in which he was placed, the 
sbns with whom and against whom he was working and 
contemporary political situation of India. He had to acl 
success overcoming the difficulties which stood in his way 
such means as were then available and were likely to be \ 
efficacious. A true picture of the times can best be found 
in contemporary writings, provided the writings come from 
tainted and unbiassed sources. And we can well say further 
it must have been on the bases of similar contemporary opi 
and information that Shivaji shaped his policy, planned oul 
expeditions and entered into war or peace with this or that po 

The conditions at the Moghul Court and in the Mo 
dominion as refiected in these documents may be summed u 
lollows. At the beginning of Shivajf s political career Aurani 
who was the governor of the Deccan was engaged in a seri« 
wars with the other Mahomedan powers in the Deccan w 
had resulted in weakening them. The external wars and 
reverses had not only weakened the authority in the Decca 
the Mahomedan slates but had also impaired the cohesioi 
creating internal squabbles. Aurangzeb went to Agra 
usurped the throne by putting his father in prison 
either assasinating or imprisoning his brothers. The C 
was naturally torn into factions and no central authc 
could make itself effectively felt. Besides Aurangzeb hi 
number of other things to engage his attention near home 
the safety of his position before he could affectively check 
control the governors in distant parts of the kingdom.

-women instead of paying his soldiers. William IMi 
writes regarding this, '' I can pcrcievo the Siddy minds nc 
but his dancing women whom he hath continually ila 
before him ” (^314/2).

When 
khan was routed by Shivaji, Rustuni Jammu did nothing t< 
him but kept up appearances by feigning that he hud 
defeated and had been ^suffered to retire to Hooker 
Shivaji. The Queen of Vijapore always suspected him 
her' enemy and he suspected her to," bo his enemy 
The whole administration was rotten to the core on accoi 
corruption and incapeity. At Rajuporc whero the K’ 
records begin, the Governor of the place escaped hv fih»lu 
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wheu he was attacked by Shivaji's forces. The same state 
iffairs obtains at the close of Shivajfs career at the other en< 
.he Vijapqre kiugdoni when he was on his expedition to 
iiaruataa, '*l‘he Moors leaving their fortresses upon any rum 
>f his approach" (263). Owing to her bad government and ex 
ion the Queen had raised her subjects to rebellion ( 24 ). W. 
iie Queen was banished most of the Umraos made it their b 
less to rob and despoil the country ; and they kept on

In 
conquests he appears to have observed a distinction betw 
campaigns for money and compaigns for territory. So i 
if the Chauth ( ^ ) or Mokasa ( -r ) which he levied o 
place was paid then he used to desist from conquest. He 
repeatedly demanding of Surat the chauth before he went tl 
for the second time. After his taking of Karanja the ol 
towns and villages in the country near Nandurbar and th< 
abouts promised him in writing that they would pay him 
chauth ( 250 ). After conquest when the country was wil 
liis jurisdiction he used to protect the territory; and 
molestation of his subjects he used to resent; he was "s 
angry with the Khan of Carwar (1 8/2) for having siezed upc 
very rich merchant from his territory. In his campaigns 
used money freely but corruption in his own camp he 
down with an iron hand. But he at times gave a sec 
chance to the offenders to prove their loyalty and to work 
him (268). 

This was the man who was destined to be the founde 
the Maiatha Empire. The times in which he lived v 
troubled, and there were mighty kingdoms, around him, 
Moghul Empire being the mightiest of them all. The g 
Empires were, however, manned by hereditary office-bearers 
slothful and corrupt, were eating up like parasites the rever 
of the soil which were meant for the fitting up of an army, 
this must be added the religious intolerance of Aurangzeb. S 
which was being rehabilitated after the first sack by Shiva ji 
deserted by the “ Bsmiaus ’* because of insecurity of life 
property. Under such circumstances Shivaji*s rule must 1 
been welcomed at several places. Such was the decaying s 
of the kingdom full of corruption, intrigue and discontent 1 
Amongst the nobles and the citizens. Shivaji knew hov 
play his cards successfully. At the beginning of his carce 
knew his forces were small and his resources slender, an 
would have been crushed outright by* any one of his oppoc 
had he engaged tliem in an open fight. Against Afzars fora 
Shasta’s forces, his “ Mavli ” forces- were entirely powei 
Tt would- have been a m^d' gamble to- risk these few men 
figlit' with - either; But though prudent he was bold and fes 
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and what he cou^d not dream of achievingf by an ope 
he effectively achieved at grave personal risk. As the R 
L’Escaliot puts it, he was if necessity require, vcnten 
desperate in. execution of his resolves** (79). He risked *hif 
came out victorious. The effect was electric; with the dcat 
wounding of the generals the opposing soldiers were 
lised and he gave to his army the glory which he know I 
at the time was incapable of achieving for him. H 
Vijapore and Golkonda were honeycombed with vice 
capacity but he did not like them to join hands with the 
forces against him. He also knew that these powers 
prefer liberty at auy cost to a subjugation by the Mo, 
when Jayasing brought together all the forces which wcr< 
Shivaji under his command, he knew It was futile 
resistance. So he capitulated on heavy terms. Ho thus 
the force of the great Mogul army which was dirc'.cted 
his territory towards Vijapore. Shivaji was sent to Agra i 
incident and was imprisoned. But ho effected his esc! 
recovered his territory. In the meanwhile his men hf 
sufiadently seasoned and trained to warfare and after h 
from Agra the policy of personal risk and careful nursh 
army gives way to a policy of personal direction of f 
lightening campaigns throughout the countryside. He 
cd in keeping the Moghul and Vijapore forces apart. S< 
kept some section ofthe Umraos in both the courts al 
his side* 

We have two penportraits of Shivaji in this record

height, with an erect bearing and excel! etit. proportiot 
active and whenever he used to speak it appeanvl as il 
smiling* He had quick and piercing eyes and was fai 
any of his own people. At the coronation he wcigh< 
pagodas. He was amused by the periwigs of the fact 
very much resented the forcible conversion of his sub 
the Portuguese and the to:^ures of the Hindus in othei 
India imposed by Aura.ngzeb*s mad bigotry. 

Prom 1659 onwards Shivaji had^continuouslv to 
opponents and for a part of this time the fa 
Bombay were in opposition to him.

Summary. 

The purpose of this introduction is to examine the Eu^ 
records and to discuss how far they would be helpful to the si 
of the life and times of Shivaji. From the very nature of 
existing records, it is not possible to discover anything in t 
which would be useful for the study of his early life and 
beginnings of his airecr. Shivaji is first mentiued in the Rec 
in December 1659, The question wliich would naturally sug 
itself to anybody is where is the student to look for histo 
TTtaterials covering this very intei'esting period in Shivaji’s 
The simple and the only answer to the querry is and will 
bo to cany’’ on researches in the family records of per 
with whom he mixed, conversed agid had consultations 
in whose company he matured his plans. Some records oi 
type are to be found in Rajwade's 1 5 th voldme. 

In this volume we have published with expert and ei 
enced help everything which we could discover in the 
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Office Records toacerniiig the life of Shivaji. Not oiil> 
there has been no conscious omission but wc have 
something from the collection made by Messrs Sen arid Hi 
which we thought would be of assistance to the stud}^ of tl 
and times of Shivaji. Extracts from Dutch and Protii 
sources which are to be found in the India Office are not ii 
ed in this volume because tliay arc not hhiglisli Records a 
this volume meets with the approval of the public a 
patronised by them we might be encouraged to plai 
collection and publication of Dutch, Protuguese and<d^’ 
records on similar lines.

The whole collection of* English records having now 
made available in this volume, I thought: of c.^aminin

3. The report of Shasta-Khau*s incident is presu 
>ased on Shivaji's own letter to Raoji Psuidit. Bi 
eporter failed to report where the iiu'klcnt took 
curiously enough the Surat report gave us a proof liow 
nproves in passage from south to north and also in < 
>f time. 

4. The Jayasing incident is imperfectly reported. 

5. The Surat incident is fully reported. I have an 
ill' the r^rts atid have come' to the conclusion that the *

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Anthou)^ Smith's reports alone. The Dutch i^records do 
support his yarns nor does, the 'Quisseh' published by Sir Jr

conclusion to be drawn is that oven for Surat incidents 
cannot implicitly rely on the English Factory Records, 

6. Oxinden was present at Sliivaji’s coronation. But he 
not appear to have moved about and mixed freely amongst 
peopl^ He has not mentioned the guests who were assem 
therC) neither has he cared to mention any details a 
ceremoiues etc. For a full account of the coronation we \ 
be forced to have recourse to other sources. 

7. The raid on Hubli is reported fairly accurately. 

8. The references to Shivaji's literacy are direct 
conclusive. 

9. The English East India Company came in d 
couliict with Shivaji's fleet at Hendry-Kendry. We hav< 
this volume a full account from English sources about 
incident. 

10. This record reveals the relations between Shivaji 
the English so fully as no other collection has yet done. I ! 
tried to bring out the salient points involved, in the discus 
on this very interesting topic. I have also commented c 
a number of other incidents and the evidence available in t 
records regarding them. The examination of these me 
strei^thens the conclusions drawn above. 

'J'o sum up, it am bo stated that unless the interest 
the Company were directly at stake the factors have nei 
been very inquisitive nor very precise in their statements, 
^ive the details of several incidents in Shivaji's life as and ^ 
they happened, was not the object with which the letters 
written. The incidents iu Shivaji's career come in casuall^i 
therefore, the places, exact dates oi> names of several pei 
who were in command of Shivaji’s forces etc. are not .us 
mentianed; to the writer whether ^ or y was in command. di< 
concern in the least nor did he mind the exact date. To stuc 
of Shivaji's life on the other hand, it ie these details that are 
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most importftixtr as the nature of the main incidejii.ts is : 
fairly known from other sources. Hereiuthe .EugUali rccoi J 
therefore, mainly a corroborative value and the most, tliev' 
to put a limit to the time before which any iucicicut lal.ui 
happened. But to fix the exact date we must resort to 
sources; aud in spite of Sir Jadunath Sarktir's hij^h siu 
I venture to submit that only Marathi sources can supp 
deficiency as no other source can. The incidouts di« 
above have revealed the inherent defects of the Kuglish r 

For the first time we are presenting to the public Vi 
copies of all the extracts concerning Shivaji whu 
to be found in the |India Office. 1 have suggested 
some tests by which the records should be tested fo 
dependability and examining in this way the most 
incidents in Shivaji's eventful career I luivc brought c 
deficiencies with which we arc faced at every step. 1 iin 
done this in any factious or cfirpiug spirit, but with the 
purpose of appraising the records at their proper val 
Jadunath Sarkar says ^^the records of the Kuglish facto; 
the Bombay coast and inland are of the highest value fo 
and facuy Only a close student of Shivaji's life can sec 1 
this high praise is justified. Did Sir Jadunath find the 
dates and places of Afzal Shasta and other incidents 
transcipts of the records which he got at groat cost*' ? 
are found in Jedhe chronology and these arc exact and 
dates which Sir Jadunath has accepted without any 
Chronologies are not treatises and if they have no fonnal 
or conclusion it is none of their fault. It is a sad mistake to 
these things from such documents. Sir Jadunath has laic 
a few tests by which Jedhe chronology is to be tested. 1 
these tests, I also admit that the document we possess 
is not the original. The only test, however, which she 
applied to it is to see how many dates concerning Shivaji 
are found in it are wrong. Out of a total number of 1 6? 
concerning Shivaji only half a dozen seem to bo wron 
those who know anything of the Modi script an< 
read for themselves original documents know vei 
how mistakes creep in, in the process of copyir 
how to correct them* Th^e are just two or three 
whicli have so far baMed all explanation. Sir Jadunal 
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that the dates about Muslim dynasties were' copied 
short Persian manuscripts; it may be that some of 
dates relating to Muslim dynasties might be proved : 
demoustrably wrong but does it, therefore, follow that what 
Jedhos noted down from personal knowledge about Shiv 
wrong ? The clironology is to be used as material for the li 
Shivaji and as such we must expect accuracy in the docui 
where some incident with regard to Shivaji*s life is concei 
The mistakes made in reading Modi script have now 
correcte'S, so Sir Jadunath need not hereafter complain a 
that. 

The only contemporary records of Shivaji’s and evei 
Sambliajfs times tliat now survive are in English and Pe 
and none at all in Marathi.** This is what Sir Jadunath is ph 
to assert in his bibliographical note to the life of Shivaji; we 
printed here the full text of the English records and we 
tested a few incidents to see how far they help us in " f 
dates and events, ** Now what does Sir Jadunath mean 1 
state-pax^er ? If he means the inward and outward register 
course, they are not yet discovered.

The instances cited above and the discussions oi 
English records will make it abundantly clear that in spi 
the English ‘records being contemporary and in spite of 
being carefully preserved they do not record events \v 
punctilious regard for accuracy either with regard to dates or 
They cannot reveal to us the mind of Shivaji us a few h 
by him can do. The English learnt things after, some 
Jong after, their eccureuee ami in many aisos the s 
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their knowledge was rumour or hearsay. The /act is 
sro are obviously certain limitations which are imp 
•on every kind of document by its very nature. ] 
t possible to find unbiassed contemporar}'’ opinion a 
ivaji and his contemporaries in Marathi documents as we 
in this volume or as we might find in Dutch, Portugi 
d French records. It is not possible to get a coi 
ja of JayaSing’s expenditioii from Marathi letters; for thai 
1st read his own letters. It is not possible to form an a 
:ely ^forrect idea of all the forces which were combining ag 
Shivaji from time to time, from Marathi records, but we r 
arch for such firmans as were issued by several Muslim st 
the Deccan. But the motives which were uppermost ir 
oughts, the plans which he made, the homage which he rece 
d all the numerous living details about his life and times 
be learnt oulj’’ from Marathi sources. The analysis to w 
5 English records have been subjected above reveals to us 
thest limit to which the documents can be used as also the 
*al limitations of the records. 

A similar study will disclose the limitations of such d 
ints which Sir Jadunath roundly styles Persian state pap 
e Padshahinama and Alamgirnama going to disclose the 
. motives of Aurangzeb ? Most of the volumes referred t< 
• Jadunath are books prepared to order, and it is too muc 
pect that they will disclose the whole truth. The mot 
th which the Moghul and Vijapore generals were actuated 
3 means they adopted in their campaigns must be stu^ 
►m the firmans which they issued in their campaigns from 1 
time. Such firmans are being discovered, though with g 
liciilty by assiduous investigators, and no state-paper can ‘ 
3ir place ( Shiva-cliaritrapradip 93 ). 

This discussion will have gone a long way in bringing 
3 limitations of all the sources found in various langu 
rich can bo properly used as materials for the life and t; 
Shivaji. Before I coucludo it woujd not bo inopportun 
ite briefly what contribution this volume is likely to mak 
s study of Shivaji’s life.

Duriug tlie twenty-five 3"en.rs of his life which were 
of struggles Shivaji came either in contact or conflict with t 
Mahomedan dynasties, four European companies 
went up and down through the whole territory from Gujer 
Tanjore. There are bound to be very rich materials in se'' 
languages which can throw new light on several incident 
Sliivaji's career which are awaiting discovery. The publics 
of all the extracts from the English factory records is one 
of the great work which must be done. There cannot be 
monopoly iii the affair. All those who come in contact 
Shivaji have some contribution to make and these co 
butions must be sought for in different quarters and 
different languages. 

There is a good deal of rich first-clasS material publi 
in Marathi. I have briefly tried to demonstrate the use to w 
it can be put. Sir Jadunath has used not more than h 
dozen letters from Marathi and he claims that th< 
based as it is oii English and Persian records his biogn 
of Shivaji So far as existing materials go is definiti 
Tile claim is fantastic oven for Sir Jadunath Sarkar's i 
complacency. First-class historical material from Ma 
sources he has not used, possibly because he cannot use it 
perly ; and curiously enough Sir Jadunath has gone on to em 
secondary Marathi materials such as Bakhars, some of ther 
their English translations, to fill in the considerable gaps 
in his book after use had been made of such English 
Persian records as were available to him. The Bakhars, Mai 
scholars have learnt to ignore since Raj wade subj< 
them to a searching analysis and found that they cents 
merely a few particles of truth floating in a sea of absux 
The researcher must learn to make a clean sweep of 1 
;;eady-made materials. A researcher must build up his i 
inch by inch based on such facts as can be ascertained 
contemporary documents such as diaries, letters, firmans 
Tliis process is laborious exacting and not likely to yield < 
results. But It is the only one possible if the foundations c 
historical edifice are to be firmly and truly laid.

The person t 
is cald King of this country is knowne to bee the bastard of i 
Queenes husband, and she, notwithstanding that, would have 
crowne setled on him; but some of the TJmbrawes of this conn 
knowing him to bee spuriously begotten, will not give 1 
homadge and refuses to goe to court; and these are Bus! 
Jemah, Bull Okaune [Bahlolkhan] Shawgee fShahajl.] i 
Sevagy; which latter lyes with an army to the no fi 
ward and commands all alongst the cost from the up 
Ghoul unto Dabull; against whom the Queene this ye 
Bent A.bdle Okaune with an army of 10,000 horss and foote; i 
because shee knew with that strength hee was not able to re 
Sevagy, shee oouncelld him to pretend freindshipp with 
enemy; which hee did. And the other (whether through intc 
gence or suspicion its not knowne) dissembled his love tow 
him, and sent his mother as a hostadge, assuring him of 
reality; upon which Abdle Okaune advances, and the two arn 
lay within little distance of each other, while with a party f] 
each theis two went to meets and imbrace each other, i 
having had some discourse publiquely, they desired to bee privi 
when Sevagy with a dagger from out of his bosome stabd 
other to the hart. After which, the signe being givin, his an 
consisting of Bashpootes, Hendooes, etc., fell upon the Mo 
kild about 3,000, and put the rest to flight ; which they pursui 
in there puisute tooke the great castle of Panella, some ei 
miles from Collopore, where wee livd; whioh was the onely pi 
of .refuge for the King and Queene to :dy unto in tyme of pei 
and hath taken possession of all the port and inland tow

that Sevagyes men should assist us ashoare, hoe liaving 
taken the town of Danda Bajapore, but not the castle, 
there is a great treasure, part of which wee may hav 
castle to [o] give him but the rest. And this is the buis‘ 
wee have to recommend unto you; which H. R. hinted 
Mathew Andrews in a partiouler letter, but hce preson 
it into his next general!, whereunto Mr. Forster sighiies 
Gray writes for every ofidoe boy to take notice of, and c 
us to act nothing in it; which hee need not have donn, 
cann wee or hee act anything in this bulsnesse before 
out two or three shipps and men for the purpose ? Bnt 
bring things in the meane tyme to such maturity and 
as that hereafter they may bee ready for you to pluo 
much wee are resolved to doe. One ‘months tyme more 
beleive, put an end to this trouble; for Sevagyes father, 
that lyes to the southward, is expected within eight da 
his army, consisting of 17,000 men, and then they i

Since our last, Sevagyes forces ( whose aotiona you can 
but h«e of, being so neare us ) hath gonn on succesfully 
possessed themselves of severall port townes on the coast; am 
gst which Dabull being one, the Governour runn from th 
hether to Bajapore with three of Abdell Ckaunes jounkes ( w 
Sevagy kild )... ; where being come, his sonn, Fosell Oka 
joyning forces with Bustum Jemab, lord of this towne, they 
write to the Governour of Bajapore to receive what goods ’ 
in theis jounkes ( as the Governour informd us ), while they : 
ohed towards Sevagyes forces, then lying at Panella ; and ir 
way encounters with each other, in which encounter Foiell < 
une, being in the front, was first routed and many of his 
kild, and afterwards persued ; while Bustum Jemah had 
some of his men slaine and himselfe sufiered to retreat back 
to Hookery. Which newes coming downe to Bajapore pu 
Governour into such a fright that hee would presently have i 
from hence, without making up any acoompt with us or the to> 
but wee perswaded him to stay till hee heard from his ms 
who wee are informd, and doe beleive, is Sevagyes friend, beo 
the Queene was not his nor hee hers, and his syding with F 
Ckaune against Sevagy was lookt on only as a warlike pol 
for hee now sitts still while Sevagy proceeds beyond him to ^ 
pore. But all this did not really (though semingly) prevaile 
this Governor to stay ; for hee told us hee would come to U) 
next morning and give us a note upon the towne for monyes 
our broker had disbursed upon our house ( being already a 
700 pagodas ) and for 2,000 pagodas that our sheroff Timogy 
unto Bustum Jemah and had taken a bill for it in the Fngl: 
name ( unknow ne to us ; which bill, at his being imprisom 
Rayhagg,... hee sent downe to us, desiring us to receive it o 
aforesaid Governour. Now, it was no more then reason in ' 
domaund this mony of the Governour, heoauee that Tymogy 
sherofi, owed us about the same some... ; and besides, how 
wee know but, our sherff being imprisoned ( as before ), and 
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5,000 pagodas %r&ed from him so unjustly, mi^ht make lii 
oome insolvent and not able to pay what heo owed tJu* Coin) 
Therefore wee, finding this Governour tlio next morning n 
good as his promise, sent for him, and tieard that hoe [ 1 
rann away in the night downs lo Jettapore, aboard the T 
jounkes, intending to bee gonn ; upon which wce prose iitly 
downe to the Diamond ( who was then lying ashoare trimii: 
haule off and fall downe belowe the Dabull jouncks ; \ 
accordingly she did, and being maud with about ?i0 lasoarro 
halfe a dozen of our selves, desired the Governour of Uajaiv, 
come aboard us; when wee demaunded a reason for his rut 
away in that nature. And hee not given [giving] any reason 
demaunded our mony ; which hee paid us in goods to tho v; 
of 1200 pagodas, as per the inclosed list, and for tho rest heo 
hee would pay us afterward. But at this instant comes 500 o 
men to Bajapore, and 200 downe to Jettapore totaketheis joi 
of Abdle Gkaunes, and desired ouir assistance ; which wee dei 
md returned answer that wee came downe only to even ou 
3 onipt with the Bajapore Governour, and after wee had doni 
}wne businesse, they might doe what they pleased. After 
ihey required us to deliver up the Dabull Governour, the Baj 
jlovemour, and the Suttaly [Satavli] Governour, who cam 
aboard ; which wee denyed, being not consistent with om 
;ion to deliver up any man to his enemy that comes unde 
kToteotion ; and besides, there being aboard of us was only to ‘ 
ip an accompt depending bebweene the Bajapore Govornou: 
be English ; which when that was donn, they had liberty t 
rhere they pleased. This angred them, but pleased the Go' 
jUrs, in so much that, upon the newes and sight of Sevc 
nen, they presently desired us to take possession of 
here jounks and to owne them. But that wee would not 
nly, if they would deliver into our hands the jounk of abou 
mns, wee wonld [keep ?] possession of her till the rest c 
lony was paid, and that wee would have liberty to implo; 
lis monsoone on the Companies acoompt, without any detri 
i the Company for any damage that should happen to hex ; 
’’hioh they were oontent, and drew up a writing araoung t 
elves, for us to shew unto ^evagyes forces, that this jounk 
le Englishes ; which being donn, they desired us to carry 
) Yingola ; but that wee could not answer to Sevagy ; thor 
esired excuse, and encuraged them to goe aboard there < 
VO jounkes and sayie for Surrat or some towne unde: 
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Mogullfi oommand. But they would dot goe, the souldyers in 
great jounk (being upwards of 50, with there weoineil, being 1 
iaclaring for Sevagy 5 ‘upon which hee protested against tt 
iud hired one amydea, wherein, with a letter of recommendat 
’rom H. R. to the Gheif of the Dutch in Vingola, hee went ; wh 
lee is under there protection. Thus having donn our buisr 
;he best we could, H, R. went ashoare, to accQuaint Sevag 
Tien that, cs wee were strangers in this country and merohai 
«ree weare not to meddle or side in fighting with any party, bu: 
irade^ith all, if wee could ; and that Governours were gonn * 
eft two of there shipps (the other being ours, for mony owe 
as), which wee beleived would yeild to them. And the n 
lay wee went up to Rajapore, leaving Mr. Mingham comman 
Df the jounk, whom woe nave named tho Rojapore Merch 
ind intended to have fild her with rice, beetlenutt etc. and so s 
ler to Persia and Ooung, which must n^^ads have gaind ' 
Company mony, wee paying nothing for her hull, and lasca 
vages heere being 50 per cent, less then in Surrat, and there { 
irissions too ; but having no mony, this our intention was fr 
irated, and now wee think of sending her up to you at Bassee 
Tom whence (or Ohaule) she might gaine the Company a c 
uderable peece of mony unto Persia. But when wee are think; 

this, another thought arises : how wee shall get mony to ] 
iasoarrs and to buy shipps provisions suffitient to carry her ui 
^ou ? and a little ponder etc. necessaries shee wants ; for hen 
no mony to bee had, Vouggy and all the merchants and 
shange men being gonn. Which leads us to Rojapore, wh 
leing come up, the next morning the Generali desird to apt 
with us. And the next day R [andolph] T [ aylor ] went over 
'iver to know his niiude ; which was inadeknowne by demandi 
;ho aforesaid noveniours, but it was teld him they were certain 
;onn. The hoe required us to take the jounks ; which \ 
lenied him. Afterwards hee demaunded of H. R. the goods e 
ounk wee had; of which tho former was oS^erd him, provh 
lee would give us a bill upon the towne with Vouggy Sheppo 
;he Desies, etc. merchants hands for the payment of as mi 
nony as wee had them delivered us for ; which hee promi 
ind desired the goods to bee sent for up, but untill the writ 
was made and delivered, wee woiild not send for or deliver 
*oodB. And upon that, and some other discourse about D [ar 
^ [ajapore] C [ astle], which his master hath a great minde for 
;o helpe him in taking it, or rather the mony in it (of which 
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Companye is largely advised), wee parted ; and afterwar 
downe to Jettapore about the Bojapore Morohant ; in whic 
the souldyers in the great jounck, being fearefuil of havi; 
weomen abused by the soldyers of Sevasjy, altered there , 
tioned resolution of delivering there shipp up to Bevai 
stood upon there owne defence, and tooke the men bclo; 
the other of there shipps and woyhd anchor, falling do 
lowe us and Sevagyes forces, who lay on both sides 
there motion, but she dred through them and came to an 
beyond the command of there gunus. Upon which Voup 
Velgy being in Jettapore, Sevagyea nien coises on them, 
the English would not take the jounko for them but lett ! 
which caused us to send them word that wee would fire th 
about them, if they delivered us not our broker. A nd ui, 
they all runn up the hill, sending Velgy away beft^n 
which made us follow them to the topp of the hill; wher 
oome, they were all below the hill ; unto whom wee s< 
Gyfard and the commander of the Diamond to demand our 
But instead of delivering him, they kept Mr. Gyftard to i 
the XHamond{s\ commander hack to bid us to come no furtli 
in the meane tyme they marched away with about iSOO so 
as farr as Carrapatann that night; from whence wt 
received letters from Mr. Gyffard that they say, unless v 
theis jounkes and deliver them our goods, they will ke 
and Velgy. Now wee recommend this business... uni 
consideration, whither it bee iitt for us to take theis joui 
them, one of which lyes in the river empty, and the othej 
men and weomen; or whether wee should deliver the joui 
goods in OUT possession to them whom it concernes not.

These are the particulars we intend to discourse of i 
desire you in your next letters to write kindly unto 
letting him know that you are very sorry H. R. staying in P 
pore when he was going to Goa ( as indeed he was ). shouh 
so bad entertainment, when that the cause of his staying wj 
only for our advantage but his too ; and then you may part' 
nze the prementioned business and particular conditions, ' 
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we are doing what lyes in. our power that is just and handso 
for our releasement. 

But it.is possible he may say ( being a perfidious man hi 
self ), how shall I beleive these promises, and what,seourity sh 
I have for the performance of this, when you have your moi 
and liberty, or only your liberty ? 

• To this we have no more to reply then to say, we have m< 
reason to doubt his performance in giving us a town &o. pri 
legS>^fter we have done the business than he to doubt our e: 
eavours in doing it, because it was our proposition not his ; a 
besides, it was our proposition to his servant Dowrowgy, wl 
we were out of his hands, and at liberty, as well as now in pris 
therefore we rather expect some security from him ; but if 
should be insolent and say we were now in his hands and 
would keep us and our money till the business was done t. 
keep us and kill he may ; but for money and service he ne 
would have from us so long as he kept us. 


We expect every day to he called by Bowgee Pundelt v 
is sent by Sevagi to examine us, we having not seen Sevagi sii 
we passed Rajapore. 

This we write as privately, intending to write more after 
examination, and therefore we keep the cossen [sic, ? oossid] by 
This day the Braman enordered a Moorman to be tortured w 
stripes before our face, we suppose to terrify us, and this day 
have privately given it out to one that is likely to tell him ags 
that if we are not released, or any one dies, there were those 
Surat that would grant Orangzeebs desire in transporting an ai 
into Becan, which hitherto the English would never do, beca 
they were friends with the Queen of Decan, but she being i 
deposed and gone, it would be as little prejudice as trouble to 
were it to be revenged, and this we beleive will fright him m 
than the stick did us. 

And let us tell you a profer to Shesta Ckaune, who lies al 
the hill not above 7 gow or 40 course off us, would be v 
acceptable to the 0...[ Ckaune, Khan] as the business may 
carryed; and then Sevagi may be soon routed, for all the difdci 
is in Ohasta Gkaunes coming down the hill, but of this let noth 
be said or done before we advise you to it. What you wri 
Sevagi was very well ; the letter the Braman hath, who broke o 
OUTS before we came, and tomorrow he sends it to Sevagi. A/V 
answer will be returned we know not, but let what will be, be s 
your answer to him about the Castle be* as we advised, and ii 
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writes for money, please to tell him, as wo have done by lei 
our masters will never pay a pice for our liberties; and altln 
you have money of theirs in your hands, yet you dare not 
1000 pagodas much less a greater sum; and one thing nior< 
must give you a caution of, nottobeleive any report tliafc spt 
we should do or say anything contrary to this, for it is pos 
they will write to you [that] we have agreed to p.ay so i 
money for our liberty to hear what you will say, as they <li 
Velgy when he was in Kelna, and we in Waysetfcy, that ho^ 
fest we had 4 mans of gold in Nauggees house huriod, who*f' 
was no such thing, only to hear what we would say* ther 
pray give no credit to any report contrary to what wo write 
desired and write nothing contrary to our desires. 

And further that if you write about the Castle, that you v 
give 118 some latitude in case of necessity to steer another 
than we have already laid down, which we promise you shtil 
be so far out of the way as to be a dishonour to our omplc 
and therefore let Sevagi know from you, that you have le 
oonolusion of this buisness to H. R. &c., therefore ir 
[ them ] it is needless to spend time in writeing so far tis I 
since [ blank ] had liberty to [ blank ] here. We have no pape 
this tore out of books; our other letter, after examination, 
be writ in Banian paper, which we must beg of the o 
Braman, with whom our Broker Vilgy is talking, but of 
we as yet know not. 

Our granadoes were not sold to the Siddy of Dand.ih, I 
Soiddy Joar, the King’s Generali, who hath now Garapatai 
the Island too, and himself gone to hi's country*

not only the greatest, but the best and richest, part of i 
that wee hope by our next to give you a good acoomi 
businesse. [ F, B, Surat.

” Thus farr, deare Bri) [ther], i had wrote (m Tnesd, 
ol Januar 3''9 about ten in the iiiorumu. wl tl^lk ntft 54 
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alarme was brought to our house from the towne, with news t 
Seva-GeOf Raya or principal! governour .( for such assume not 
name of jkings to themselves, but yet endeavour to bet 
absolute, each in his province, as his sword can make him ), ^ 
corning downe with an army of an uncertaine number upon Sn 
to pillage the citty ; which newes strooke no small eonsternat 
into the mindes of a weake and efeminate people, in soe much t 
on all hands there was nothing to bee seene but people flying 
their lives and lamenting the loss of their estates. The ric 
sort, whose stocks of money was large enough to purchase t! 
favour at the hands of the Governour of the Castle, mi 
that their sanctuary and abandoned their dwellings to a mercil 
foe ; wich thay might well enough have defended, with the i 
of the towne, had thay had the heartes of men. 

The same day a post corns in and tells them that tho an 
was come within tenne course or Snglish miles and made 
hast forward ; wich put the cowardly and unfaithfull Goverm 
of the towne to send a servant to Sevagee to treat of some cor 
tions of ransome. But Seva-Gee retaines the messenger t 
marches forewards with all speed? and that night loged his ca 
about 5 miles English from the citty ; and the Governour pen 
veing well that his messenger returned not again and that Se 
Gee did not intend to treat at that distance, he craves admiss 
into the Castle and obtaineth it, and soe deserted his towne. 

The citty of Surat Is the only port on this side India w 
belongs to the iVIogol,and stands upon a river commodious enor 
to admitt vessells of 1000 tun 7 milles up ; at wich distance fr 

f 

the sea there stands a reasonable strong castle, well manned i 
haveing great store of good guns mounted for the securing of 
river. At a convenient distance on the north, east, and south si 
of this castle is the citty of Surrat, built of a large extent and v* 
popelus, rich in marchandise, as being the mart for the gr 
empire of the Mogol, but ilJ contrived into narrow lanes « 
without any forme ; and for buildings consists partly of brik ( 
tho houses of the richer sort ), partly of wood ; the malne post* 
wich sort only are timber, the rest is built of bambooes ( as tl 
call them ) or oaines, such as those youe make your angles [ i. 
fishing-rods] [ of ] at Norwich, but very large, and those be 
fcyed togather with tho cords made of ooconutt rind©, and be 
dawbed over with dirt, are the walls of the whole house 
floors of the upper story of their houses. Now tho Tiooiber of 
pooro exceedingly surmounting the nomber of those of s< 
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quality, there bamboo houses are incfet»sed imineasurably 
that in the greatfcer part of the lowue scare tow^ or three 1 
houses are to hee seen in a street;, and in some j>art of the t< 
not one for many sfereets togather. Those bouses wich are 
of brioke are usually buiit strong, their walls of 2 or 21, 
thicke and the roofes of them and covered with a plastoi 
plaster of Paris, wich makes most oomodous places to take 
evening aire in the hotter seasons. 

The whole towne is unfortefied, either by art or nature, 
situation is upon a large plaine of many miles extent and 
care hath beene soe little to secure it by art that thay have 
made against the cheafe avenues of the towne some weake 
ill built gates, and for the rest in some parts a dry < 
easiely pasable by a footman, wanting a wall or < 
defence on the innerside ; the rest is left soe open that scarce 
signs of a dich is perceiveable. 

The people of the towne are either the mar chants ( and i 
of all nations almost, as Elnglish, Dutch, Portugalls^ Tu 
Arabs, Armenians, Persians, Jewes, Indians of severall sorts 
principally Banians), or els Moores, tbe oonquerers of 
country, Hiudues or the ancient inliabatants, or Persees, who 
people fled out oi Persia ages agoe and heere, and some inih 
the country, settled in great numbers. The Banian is one 
thinks it the greatest wickedness to kill any creature whatsc 
that hath life, least posibly they might hse the death of 
father or relation ; and the Persee doth supperstitioiisly ador 
hre as his god, and thinks it an unpardonable sin to throw w 
upon it ; soe that if a house bee fired, or their clothes upou 
backs burning, thay will, if thay can, hinder any man 
quenching it. The Moores art troubled with none of these s 
stitions, but yet through the unworthy oovetuousness of the G 
nour of the towne thay ha 1 noe body to head them nor none 
whom 8 to joyna themselves, and soe fled away for comp, 
whereas, if there had hesne 500 men trayned and in a re 
ness, as by order from t le iCing there ever should ( whose 
th3 Governour puts into his owne pooket ), the number to de 
the citty would have amounted to some thousands. This wa 
condition of the citty at the tyine of its invasion. 

The invader tSeva-Gee is ( as 1 have said ) by extracbii 
Rayar or a Governour of a small oounttry on the coast s( 
wards of Basine, and was formerly a tributary to the Kii 
Vi japore, but being of an asspiring and ambitious mincle, sui 
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and withall a soldier, hee rebells against the King, and p 
by fraude, partly by force, partly by corruption of the 1 
govexnours of the Kings castles, seaseth many of them intc 
hands, and withall parte of a country for wich the King Vijf 
paid tribute to the Mogol. His insolencys were soe many, 
his success soe great, that the King of Yijapore thought it 
tymc to indevoer his supression, or els all would bee lost, 
raises bis armies, but is worsted soe every where by tbe r 
that hee is forced to condittions, to release homage to Sevag 
those landes wioh hee held of him, and for the rest Sevagee w 
make good his possession against the Mogol as well as hee C' 

After some iyme of forbearance the Mogol demands hii 
b)ite from him of Yijapore, whoe returns answer that hee hac 
posession of the tributary lands, but thay were detsyned : 
ium by bis rebbell, whoe was growne too strong for him. I 
this the Mogol makes warr both upon the King of Yijapore 
Sevagee, but as yet without any considerable success. 
attempts hath bean made, but still frusterated, either b;* 
cuning or vallour or mony of Sevagee ; but now of late Ku 
Chawne, an Umbraw who posessed [passed?] by Surrat j 
I arrived, with 5000 men and 14 ellephants, and had 9000 
more wioh marched another way towa [ r ]ds theii; randevou 
wee hear hath taken from him a strong oastlo and [ made?] t 
impression into his country ; to devert wich ware [war], 

probable he tooke this resolletion for invation of this cou 
of Guzurat, 

His person Is discribed by them whoe have seen him to 
of meane stature, lower some what then 1 am, erect, and oi 
excellent proportion ; active in exoersise, and when ever 
speaks seemes to smile ; a quicke and peeroing eye, and wh 
then any of his people. Hee is disstrustfull, seacret, sul 
cruell, perfidious, insulting over whomsoever he getts into 
power, absolute in his commands and in his punishments x 
then severe, death or dismembering being the punishmei 
every offence ; if nesessity require, venterous and desperal 
execution of his resolves, as may appears by this follov 
instance. 

The King [ of ] Yijapore [ I j sends downe his unckell, a i 
accompieshed soldier, with 14,000 men into Sevageea ooui 
Tho knowne vallour and experience of the man made Sev< 
conclude that his best way was to assasinate him in his o 
armye by a suddau surprise. This conduct of this attempt, 
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dangerous soever, would have been undertaken by many o; 
men, of whose conduct hee might have asured himself e, ' 
seemes he would have the action wholly his owne. He there 
with 400 as desperate as himselfe, enters the army, undisco'' 
comes to the Genaralls tent, falls in upon them, kills the g 
the Genaralls sonn, wounds the father ( whoe hardly esoa; 
seiseth on his daughter and carries her away prisoner, and fo 
his way baoke through the whole army and returnes 
without any considerable loss. And afterward in dispight o 
the King of Yij [ a] pore could doe, hee tooke Bajapore, a 
part, plundered it, and seised our English marohants, Mr. R> 
gton, Mr. Taylor, and digged up the English house for tre{ 
and kept the marohants in prison about eight months. 

Wedensday the 6 January, about 11 in the mor 
Sevagee arrived neere a great garden without the towne i 
^ of a mile, and whilst hee was busied in pitching his tents 
his horsmen into the outward streets of the towne to hre 
houses ; see that in less then halfe an houer wee might be 
from the tops of our house two great pilliers of smokt 
oertaine signs of a great disolation, and soe thay oonti 
burning that day and night. Thursday, Friday and 5attu 
still new fires raised, and every day neerer and neerer approc 
our quarter of the towne. 

That the terror was great I know youe will eassly bel 
A.nd upon his first beginning of his firing the remainder c 
people fled as thicke as posible ; so that on Thursday the st 
were almost empty, wich at other tymes are exceeding tl 
with people ; and we the English in our house, the Due 
theirs, and some few marohants of Turky and Arm 
neighbours to our English house, possessed of a seraw or pla 
reception for straingers, were left by the Governour anc 
people to make what shift wee could to secure ourselves fror 
enemy. This might the English and Duch have done, lea-^ 
the towne and goeing over the river to Swalley to our si 
which were then riding in Swalley Hole ; but it was the 
more like English men to make ourselves ready to defend 

lives and goods to the uttiermost, than by a flight to leave n 
goods, house to merceless people, and were oonfirjned in a re 
tion that the Ihich alsoe dete [ r ] mined the same ; though 
was noe possibility of releiveing one another, the Duoh 1 
beeing on the other side of [ the ] towne, almost an English 
asunder. 
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In order therefore to our better defence, the President, Si 
George Ozindon, a most worthy, discreet, couragious person 
sent advice to our ships at Swalley of our condition, with hij 
disires to the captains to spare him out of their ships what mei 
tliay could ; and wee in the meane tyme endeavored to fitt ou: 
house soe well as wee could, sending out for what quantety o 
provision of victualls, watter and powder wee could gitt, of wiol 
wee gott a competent store. Tow brass guns we procured tha 
day from a marohant in towne of about 300 [ weight] a peioe 
and with old ship carriages mountted them and made ports ir 
our great gate for them to play out of to secure a shorte pasage tc 
our house. That afternoone wee sent aboard a ship in the rivei 
for guns and had tow of about 600 [ weight ] per peioe sent uf 
in next morning with shott convenient. Some are set to meli 
lead and make bullets, others with chesels to cutt lead into 
slugs ; no hand idle, but all imployed to strengthen every place 
as tyme would give leave, to the best advantage. 

On Weddensday men arrive to the nomber of 40 odd and 
bring with them 2 brass guns more. Oar 4 smaller guns are then 
3arried up to the tope of the house and 3 of them planted tc 
scoure 2 great streets ; the 4 [th] was bent upon a rich churlec 
bouse ( Hogee Said Beeg [ Hsji Zshid Beg ], of whom more by 
and by ), because it was equally of bight, and being possesed by 
;he enemy might have been dangerous to our house. Goptaines 
ire appointed, and every man quarterd and order taken for reli- 
treeing one another upon necessity. A fresh recrute of men com- 
hg of about 20 more, wee than began to consider what houees 
leere us might bee most prejuditial, and on one side wee tooke 
Dossesion of [a] pagod or Banian idol temple, which was iust un-i 
ler our house (which haveing taken, wee were much more secure 
3n that quarter ), on the other a Moorish Meseete [ 1 e., mosque J, 
vhere Beverall people were harboured and had windowes into our 
mtward yard, was thought good to be cleared and shutt up: wioh 
vas accordingly done by a party, [and] all the people sent to 
seeke some other place to harbour in. 

Things being thus reaT[s]onably well prepared, newes is brought 
IS that Mr. Anthony Smith, a servant of the Gompanyes, one 
vhoe hath beene Gheife in severall factoryes, was taken prisoner 
)y Sevagee[s] soulderiers as be came ashore neere the Duoh 
louse and was oomeing to the English ; an unfortunate accedent 
vioh made us all much concerned, knowing Sevagee [s] cruelty, 
md indeed gave him over as quite lost, Hee obtaines leave some

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few houers after to send a note to the President, whe 
uants him with his condition, that hee being brought 
agee hee was ashed what hee was and such like qu' 
att last by Sevagee told that hee was not come to* c 
sonall hurte to the English or other march ants, but 
venge himself e of Orom Zeb ( the Great Mogol ) beoa 
invaded his counttry [and! had killd some of his re 
that he would only have the English and Duoh giv 
treasure and hee would not medle with there housi 
would doe them all misoheefe possible. 

Mr. Smith disired him to sent a guard with him 
lish house, least hee should finde any mollestation frc 
but hee answers as yet hee must not goe away, but 
him to bee carried to the rest of the marchants, where 
hee found the emhassadour from the great King of Et 
Orum Zeb prisoner and pinioned, with a great numl 
ans and others in the same condition* Haveing set 
tyme, about halfe an hower, hee is seised upon by 
black rogues and pinioned, in thatextremety that hee hs 
away thee marks in his armes with him. This [is 
writt and part of what hee related when wee 
againe. 

The President by the messenger ( one of Sevagei 
wee imagined) returned answer that hee wounderd s 
professing peace, hee should detaine an English ms 
and that if hee would send him home, and not t< 
people to come soe neere his house as to give cause o 
hee would hurt none of his men ; otherwayes hee wi 
owne defence. 

Upon these tearmes wee were all Wedensday 
Thursday about % at afternoon, when peroeiveing tor 
on the other side of a neighbour house and haveing c 
men to depart and not come soe neere us, but thay i 
and intending ( as wee concluded ) to sett £er to the h* 
quarter, whereby our house would have been in mog 
danger of being fiered alsoe, the President command 
under the command of Mr. Gerrurd Aungier, brother 
Aungier, to sally forth upon them, and another pai 
soe many more to make good their retreate. They c 
when thay facd them judgd them to bee about 25 hor 
mounted. They discharged at them and wounded one ir 
horse, and the rest faced about and :0ed, but mac 
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carry of their wounded man, but the horss fell, haveing g< 
little way. What became of the wounded man wee cannot 
but Mr. Smith saw him brought into the armey upon mens si 
ders and shewed there to Sevagee. Two of our men were ) 
one shott slightly into the legg with an arrow ; the other, ra 
parting from the rest and tuning on before, was cutt 
over the shoulder, but (thainks toQ-od) in a fair^ wa; 
recovery. 

On Wedensday afternoone a party of the enemy came dc 
to Hogee Said Begs house ( hee then in the Castle : one of a 
digous estate ) and brake open the undefended doores and 
continued all that night long and till next day that wee sal 
out upon theire men on the other quarter of our house. 1 
appeared by tow or 3 at a tyme upou the tope of his hou! 
spye what preparations wee made, but as yet fwe] had noe o 
to fier upon them. Wee heard them all night long beating 
breaking open chests and doores with great maules, but were 
much concerned for him ; for had the wretch had soe much I 
as to have stood upon his guard, the 20[fch] part of what they t( 
from him would have hiered soe many men as would hav 
cured all the rest. When thay heard that wee wear abroad in 
.streets, thay imediatly in hast deserted the house and that ( 
afterwards appeared ) in such hast as to leave tow baggs of m 
dropt downe behind them ; yet with intention, as they told 
people they mett ( such poore wretches as had nothing to 1 
and knew not whether to flye ) to returns next day and fiei 
house ; but that was prevented. 

On Friday morning the President sent unto the Cast 
Hogee Said Beg to know whither hee would permitt him to 
possession of and secure a great company of warehouses o 
adjoyneing to our house and wich would bee of great C( 
quence to preserve both his goods and our house. Hee tesi 
his willingness, and immediately from the tope of our bous 
help of a ladder, wee entred it and haveing found [that ] the 
mie, haveing beene all Wedensday afternoon and night till 
Thursday noone plundering the great house, had likewise e 
and begun to plunder his first warehouse hut were scard, soe 
little hurt was done. They had tyme to carry nothing that ; 
yet knowne of, and only broken open certaine vessells of qu 
silver which there lay spilt about the warehouse in great c 
tetye. Wee locked it up and put a guard in the roome nes 
street, wich through help of a helcoone [balcony] secured by t 
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plank tyed &) the belcooue pillers, soe close on to another as 
note space was left hot for a muskeit to play out, was soe sec 
as no approach could bee made againe to the doore of his | 
louse or any passage to the warehouss but what ‘must < 
inder dainger of our shott. 

In the afternoone on Friday Bevagae sends Mr. Smith at 
nessenger to our house with propositions and threats, hav 
irst made him oblige himself e to returne, and withall obll 
limselfe when hee did returne that hee would doe him noe J 
nrhatsoever mesage hee should bring. His mesage was to ! 
lim 3 lacks of rupees (every lack is 100,000 and every nip' 
iVortb 3s. 3d.), or elss let his men freely to doe their pleasu; 
Sogee Said Begs house ; if not, threatening to come and fore 
ind vowed to kill every person in the house and to dig ui 
louses foundation. To this it was answered by the messe 
:hat came along with Mr. Smith that, as for his % propositi 
le disired tyme to mak answer to them till the morrow, 
leing of soe great moment ; and as for Mr. Smith, that hee w< 
ind did keep him by force and hee should not returne till i 

when, if hee could consent to either proposition, hee would i 
him. 

Mr. Smith being thuss returned to us, youe my bee sure t 
man was inquisetive to know news ; whoe told us for their ri 
her they do give themselves out to bee 10,000 and they were 
at least a very considerable armey since the cotnming of 
Rayors with their men, whosse names bee knew not : that i 
hoTSS were very good (and soe indeed those wicb wee saw w 
that when hee came away hee could not [but] guess, by the n 
heaped up in tow great heapes before Sevagee his tent, than 
hee had plundered 30 or 25 lack of rupees : that the day \ 
hee came away in the morning there was brought in neere i 
300 porters, laden each with 3 baggs of rupees, and som< 
guessed to be gold ; that they brought in 38 sere of large pei 
with many other jewells, great diamonds, rubies, and emet 
( 40 sere make 37 pound weight ), and these, with an increec 
quantety of mony, they found at the house of the reputed rii 
marohant in the wourld (his name is Verge Vora, his estate h 
ing beene esteemed to bee 80 lack of rupees) : that they were 
every hower while hee was there, bringing in loods of mony 1 
his house. His disire of mony is soe great that he spares 
harbour [ouls cruelty to extort confessions from his prison 
whips them most craely, threatens death, and often execute

H 
awered that hee had not as yet sold any cloth since hee can 
towne, and that hee had noe mony. The villaine made h 
;ht hand to bee cutt o^ imediatly and than bid him begoi 

0 had noe need of his cloth. The poore old man returns, find 
j cloth burnh and himselfe destetute of other harbour comes : 

1 English house, where hee is dresed and fed. 

But to proceed : Mr. Smith farther tells us that on Thur 
y their came a young fellow with some conditions from tl 
)vemour, wich pleased Sevagee not at all ; soe that hee ask< 
3 fellow whether his raaister, being now ‘by him cooped up i 
3 chamber, thought him a woman to accept such condition 
le fellow imediatly returns “ and wee are not women : I ha’i 
newhat more to say to youe drawes his dagger, and rui 
i at Sevgee [s] breast. A fellow that stood by with a swoi 
idy drawee strike betweene him and Sevagee and strikes h 
nd almost of, soe that [it] hung but by a pece of fiesh. T1 
low, haveing made his thurst at Sevagee with all his migh 
I not stoop [stop] but run his bloody stuoipp against Sevagee [ 
sast and with [such] force, [that] both Sevagee and hee fe 
:ather. The blood being seen upon Sevagee, the noise ru 
■ough the camp that lies was killed and the orye went kill tl 
soners ” ; whereupon some were miserably hacked. But S 
gee haveing quitted himselfe, and hee that stood by liaveir 
>ven the fellows scull, coinand was givein [sic] to stay tl 
mention and to bring the prisoners before him; which wi 
ediatly done, and Sevagee, according as it come in his mind 
ised them to cutt of this mans bead, that mans rigi 
nd, both the hands of a 3[rd]. It comes to Mr. Smibh[s] turn 
d his right hand being oomanded to be cutt of, hee cryed oi 
Indostan to Sevagee rather to cutt of his head, unto wich 
3 hatt was taken of, but Sevagee stopl execatioii, and bJ 
raised bee God ) hee escaped. There woro fchaii about 4 
d 24 hands cutt of. 
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After that Mr, Smith was oome away and retayned 
President and they heard the answer, hee sends the emba 
Ethiopia, whome hee had sett free upon dillivery of 
and some other things sent by his king to OronZeb, toi 
English that hee did intend to vissitt us and to ra 
house and kill every man of us. The President resoiutl 
wers that wee were redy for him and resolved not to stj 
him come when hee pleased, and since hee had ( as hee 
resolved to come, hee bid him come one pore [prahar] ( 
about the tyme of a watch ) sooner then hee intended. W1 
answer the ambassadour went his way, and wee heard no i 
from him any more but in the terrible noise of the fier a 
hideous smoke wioh wee saw, bub by Gods mercy came i 
neere us cus to take hold of us ( ever blosed be His name ). 

Thursday and Friday nights were the most fcirrible 
for fier. On Friday, after hee had ransaked and dug up 
Voros house, hee Jdered it and a great vast number more tc 
the Dutch house; a fier soe great as turnd the oight into dj 
before the smoke in the day tyme had almost turned da: 
night, rissing soe thioke as it darknad the sun lilce a great 
On Sunday morning about 10 a olooke ( as they tell ufc 
went his way, and that night lay 6 oourss of, and next < 
noone was passed over Brooch [Narmada] river. 

There is a creedable information that hee hath shi 
treasure to carry into his owoe country, and Sir George O 2 
hath sent a fregate to see if hee can light of them ; wicl 
grant Wee kept our wach still till Tuesday. 

I had forgote to writt you the manner of their cutt 
mens hands, wich was thuss. The person to su^er is pi] 
as strreight as possibly they can, and then, when the nod is 
a soldier comeEs] with a v/hide or blunt knife and thro\? 
poore patient downe upon his face ; then draws his hand 
ward and setts his knee upon the prisoners baoke and beg 
hack and cutt on one side and other about the wrest. 1 
meane tyme the poore man roaret exceedingly, kicking an 
ting the ground for very anguish. When the villiane pen 
the bone to bee laid bare on all sides, hea setteth the wrest 
knee and gives it a snap, and proceeds till hee hath haok< 
hand quite of ; which done, they force him to rise and mal 
run soe long till through paine and loss of blood hee falls c 
They then uupiiiiou him^ and the blood stops.

Wee still feare unquiet times as it hath succeeded with 
beyond all expectation that Sevagy, that grand rebell, shoi 
come to Gundavy, that is within 30 miles of us, with six or 5 i 
ven thousand men, horse and foote, the next day after wee 1 
notice of it fell upon the towne of Suratt, rob’d Virgy Vor 
Hodjee Fead-Begue and the most eminent merchants, and sherc 
of the towne, plundered and dug’d theire houses, and afterwa 
raced all to the ground with fire, and there is not half the hou 
standing ; which did cause such terrour to the people, hereu 
adding his barbarous usage of such as were taken and brough 
him by cutting off the hands of many and the heads of soi 
that the whole towne folke fled, some into the Castle with th< 
wives and children, some per water and others by by land, lea 
ing whatsoever they had to the fury of the tirant; in which tii 
our shiping being here, wee gott up our men out of the ships \ 
defended our owne house soe well that wee sustained noe Ic 
but what was in some goods that then lay before the Custc 
house intended for Europe, and this wilbee a good caution to ; 
to bee very vigilant and have your spies abroad, that bee n 
not surprise you as hee hath done us ; and wee must tell you 
an addition, either hee or one of his generalls appointed by ] 
would have vissitted your parts last ye are had they not b 
prevented by the pursuits of some part of the King’s army, i 
therefore to prevent what may happen wee againe caution ;

but being repulsed, with the losse of 500 men, he came down 
hill againe to Kelna, a castle within 5 gow or 30 mile of Bt 
pore ; where Kettagee and he fell out, they say. But whet 
they quarrelled, or there was some other mistery in it, wee can 
tell ; but Kettagee left him, and went to the King of Yiziapc 
where he having behaved himselfe outwardly to the King’s o 
tent, he bestowed on him three lack pagodas yearely* and s 
him upon the borders of the Mogulls countrey to defend what 
had given him, said doulet or estate lying thereabouts. When 
had taken said countrey into his possession, he wrote to Be 
Jessun to send him men to keep it, intending nothing lesse tl 
loyallty. Upon which said Bajah sent him some men, wh 
( having order from said Rajah )> seized on him and carried 1 
prisoner to the Mogulls camp, where some say that he was cut 
others that he continues still a close prisoner. After iN'ettage ] 
left Sevage ( as wrote formerly ) Sevegy sent about 2,000 z 
and beseiged Funda, a castle of the Kings lying hard by C 
which he beseiged two monthes and lost about 500 men aga 
it, but at last brought it to a composition ; the beseiged ba-v 
promised to deliver it up in six houres time, desiring so mud 
pack up what they had, which, according to agreement, i 
were to carry out. Now upon Sevegys running away from 
Mogull, this King -sent Sidde Mushud ( Sidde Joar’s sonn 
law ) with Sidde Joars sonne and Rustum Jeamah, they ha'^ 
in all 5,000 horse and 1000 foot, against Sevegy, who at that t 
lay about the top of the hill, towards his own countrey ; wl 
Sidde Mushud hearing, desired Rustum Jeamah to set forwi 
with him and try if they could surprize him ; which Bus 
Jeamah outwardly consenting to, they set forward.

happy foresight of the ensuing troubles we had sent 
Swally ; Mr. Master was no sooner arrived at Sural 
into the Company’s house but Sevagees army envii 
walls, and after a slight assault the same day possest tl 
of all the bulwarks (the cowardly defendants falling \ 
shelter of the castle guns ), entered the towne and fell a 
and plundering of it without any resistance ; at their f 
[ Into ] the towne they made a sharps attempt on our h 
continued firing almost a whole day, but they found 
service there, having lost severall men, that they left i 
On the old Seroy. wherein was the Casckar or Tartar K 
Tartars at first made a stout resistance but the French wh 
next to it, suffer iug the enemy without interuptioi 
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tieir game, and as tis said furnishing them with powder and 
for which the Tartars vow revenge and will prosecute them 
Dartars could no longer keep the Seroy, but in the night, hj 
sonveighed away their King to the castle, left it a prey'to Sev 
)eople, who, entring it and killing those that remained i 
!n, found a vast treasure in gold, silver and rich plate ; the 
3eroy was defended by Turks and Persians and although fei 
issaulted, yet resolutely stood it out to the last and killed i 
>f the enemy. Sevagys people, having taken the old Seroy, 
Tom thence more safely ply their shott at our house, for \ 
;hey prepared, but finding our people resolute in its defence, 
leld up their hands and desired a parly ; the captain of tha 
lade calling to speake with Mr. Master from the wall : he ac 
3d to them and many expostulations past touching our 
3orrespondence at Bombay and enmity at Surat; the captai] 
Kim that the Rajah was very much enraged that we had kill 
many of his men, nevertheless, if we would keep our men 
Ke would enorder his men not to meddle or shoot at us, and 
9d that we would send some understanding person to treai 
Sevagy, which was agreed on, and accordingly one was sen 
was civilly entreated by him, he giving him his hand or cc 
our security, so that Sevagy*s people never attempted our 
any more, but at leasure ransaokt and plunderd all the 
houses round about, wherein tis said they found vast treasui 
rich goods, and when they had got sufficient booty togeihi 
burnt downe almost halfe the towne they marched away, 
ing it prudence to secure what they had gott, no army 
Mogulls being heard of all this time, nor is there to th 
more then 300 horse comfe downe. The Company in this d 
bion lost the hull of anew hoigh which was then on the 
halfe finished, burnt by the townes people who defended tt 
warks by our bunder, of whome we shall demand the loss 
time presents and some small paroells of cloth which were 
washers. God be praised who hath preserved their s€ 
persons and their estates so well, for we lost but one man 
conflict who was not the Company’s servant but belonged 
King of Bantams ship which came from Mocha last Septen: 

The French before Sevagys entrance into the towne 
peace with him, for which they are much blamed by ; 
threatned by the Tartar King, who lays all his losses \ 
charge, pretending that had they done their devoir the

goodes should be left behind for want of roome ; and wee ha 
them ready to sayle the first or second October, when wee wei 
prised with continued hott allarnras of Sevagys neare appre 
to Surratt with an army of 15,003 horse and foote, a| 
whome there were not 300 men ready to defend the towne. 
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Councell were ail at* Swally Marine when the newes c 
lay not onely the stresse of our buesiness, but the gr 
of your goodes bought for Europe ; for by an happy Prc 
wee may well call it» foreseeing the ensuing danger thai 
of Surratt would certainely become a prey either to 
Army ( who is rebelled against the Mogul! ) or to Sc 
tooke a convenient time to empty all your warehouse 
of what goodes were ready embaled and sent the: 
Swally, soe that in your house were onely left some ts 
cotton yarnes not embaled. ..However, notwithstandin 
thus in a great measure secured, wee thought it i 
provide for the remayning goodes in Surat as allso to 
your honour and that of the Nation ( which wee ht 
reputably preserved) from any Scandall that might be c 
of diserting the towns and your house in time of da 
the Dutch and French kept theirs.

being now fled wee know not whether; and were they ni 
band, they know their master’s mind too well to be perswade 
of anything they have gott possession off, unless wee cou 
content to take good words for payment; they cannot pi 
that they know not our howse att Hubely, but that it was 
in the crowd among the rest, for it was the first howse they 
to, and the Company’s broad cloth was brought out int 
Hussar before the Commander in Gheif, whose name was Ps 
row, and the house all dugg up to looks for money, and s 
search and enquiry made for our broker or his man, thinke

1. THAT from this day forward, there be a tri 
inviolable peace and amity between the noble Prin 
Bajah and the Hon. English East India Company thei

THAT all acts of enmity, hostility and di 
cease and be abolished, and that both parties shall a 
forbear from all plunderings, depredations and inju]

3d. THAT the said Sevagee Bajah and his subje< 
other inhabitants in his Dominions, shall use and treat i 
kindly and friendly and with respect' and honour due 
friends and confederates, so that they may freely pa

agreed to pQssitively hy us, but rather that wee were to rece 
it in ready money which you are to endeavour to press him ui 
but in case he declares that he cannot spare ready money i 
that he will force goods upon us, you are to bee oarefnll that j 
doe not take any old or unmerchantable goods, and that they 
not overprized, to the end that neither the Company nor

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Secondly, in tuab clause wherein he admits 
liberty to settle factories In any parte of Mb dooiinii 
that Hegotanna and Penn and those partes lying i 
Bombay are not expressly included^ wherefore wee wo 
make that one of the Articles, that wee may set 
warehouses in any of those partes, deolareing that j 
great convenience to his owno occations, and a meai 
downe trade to that parte of the country. 

Thirdly, in the last clause he limits the Unglh 
shall buy and sell only in port and not transport 2 
the inland countryes. This, you may tell him, is a 
venience and discouragement to trade, and that whl 
or Prince ever hitherto imposed upon us, for in . 
Decan, Persia, Arabia, and the South Seas, and other 
wee trade wee have liberty to transport goods, payir 
IJort only. Wherefore you must press him by al 
arguments to make an alteration of that clause and 
the same priviledg which wee enjoy in other partes, o 
shall bee v&ry much discouraged and not trade soe mi 
wise wee shall doe. 

Wee reasonably presume that Sevagee will be xm 
at the Sidys wintering his fleete in this bay, but wl 
understood what endeavors wee have used to turne ] 
how rufily wee have treated his men, the particulars 
are to manifest unto him, haveing been witness of 
tions here, and when you have represeixted unto h: 
him sensible of the indispensable engagements wee 
Mogulls country by meanes of trade, and settling of 
his dominions, wee doubt not hee will in his wisd 
satisfyed of our integrity and the full desire wee ha- 
good understanding with him. And you may fu: 
that he a[l]so hath vessells wintering here as well 
wee could not in reason and prudence denye f 
same kindnesse though it be very much against o' 
inclination. 

Amongst Sevagees oheif est Ministers of State you 
ularly apply your self e to Naragy Pundet, who hat 
extraordinary kindnesse and affection to the 
interest, and therefore you. are to communicate unto 1 
designes and proposalls before they are presented 
that you may take his advice and approbation therei 
him to £nte«.tcede and mediate with Savages ftajali foi 
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cancliision fchoveof. You are also to pay all civil respects fco 
Peshwaw or second Minister of State Mow[Moro]puntf and li 
wise to Anagee Pundet, with whom wee may have frequ 
occation of correspondence, soe that the nearer intimacy you ga 
with him the better. 

Seeing that the present warr betwixt Sevagee and the Sidy 
I'^anda Hajapore causetb a great obstruction and insecurity 
trade, wee hold it consistent with the Company's interest, s 
becometng our duty so far as in us lyes, to 'endeavor an accon 
dation of peace between them, for if they two were friends i 
King of Indias fleet now sent to assist the said Sidy would ] 
called home and not molest these partes any more. Wheiefi 
wee desire that, when you see a fit oppertunity, you debate i 
matter seriously with Narage Pundett, representing unto him i 
advantages of such a peace, together with the charges a 
misery of the warr, and that it is like long to continue, at least 
long as this ^ing lives except he makes a peace with the Si< 
Fiitty Ckaun ; which warr, if continued, may prove a groa 
prejudice to Sevagee then the takeing of Danda Rajapore w 
advantage him. Whereunto you may add some other argumet 
which the President hath in private communicated unto y* 
which wee hope will prevaile with him as tending to his ow 
advantage ; hut if you find him to be averse to it you may des 
from moveing of it to the Rajah, declareing that what the Fre 
dent designes is onely the ofdoe of a good neighbour and freind 
them both, for he designes not onely to keepe peace with 1 
neighbours but that his neighbours keepe peace also one w: 
another. 

In the agreement made with Sevagees Envoy, Bimag 
Pundett, touching the satisfaction to be paid the Company; 
their loss at Rajapore, in regard Naragee Pundett, whom w 
have before recommended unto you, did prove the only medial 
to bring Sevagee to soe faire and good accomodation, wee thoug 
good to promise him, for his encouragement, 500 Pagothas to I 
paid him out of the said money, thereby to obleige him the m< 
to doe the Company further service in their trade hereafter ; a 
also wee promised to Bimagee Pundett the Envoy, for bis e£f 
tuall service therein 100 Pagothas ; wherefore in case they des 
the said money you may confirm our promise but endeavour 
put it of to the 2d or 2d payment, but if they earnestly press 
have it made good out of the first, you are not to denyfj th(Mit, 
it is Liecessarie for us to keepe them our freinds, 
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You are to discourse witb Narage Puiidstt touch 
ing a way for the merchants to convey goods betw

and the maine over against Bombay, deolareing x

bought many in Q-ulcundah and Orungabaud, he d 
were all overrated or the Company abused by the bi 
plied they were not overrated, but its possible th« 
deare bought in regard they were procured in hasi 
Rajahs Coronation, with which he seemed satisfied a 
to belpe us to the Rajahs presence as soon as com 
can after his returne from Purrab Gurr [Pratap Gad] 
I took (according to Your Honours order) occation 
with him concerning the concluding a peace betwix 
and the Siddy of Oanda Rajapore, urging those 
enoTde[re]d in my instructions, and likewise those co 
me in private by his Honour, but all were not preval 
to perswade him it was not his Masters interest to pi 
seige so neer a oonoiution, for the Rajah without doul 
Danda either this ralnes or next monsoon, intendin 
furious assault on it speedily after his ooronatio: 
affect he hath enordered his best souldiers to get then 
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readyness, and hath already sent 15 pieces ordinance more 
strengthen and renew the battary. He hath offered the Sid< 
upon delivery of the castle what Monsup he shall desire, np^ 
refusall whereof he must expect the miserys that attend warr ai 
so severe an enemy as Sevagee Rajah who, as Naragee Fund 
reports, vallu[e]s not the assistance the Mogulls fleete gives hi 
nor the damage it will doe his country in the future. What t 
Siddy did last yeare was by reason of his absence in Ballaga 
but he hath so well provided for its defence that he thinks 
secure enough. Besides they have news that Bauder Ckaun 
very angry with theSJdilyand will furnish him with no mo 
money, but intends to call him to an account foi* what alrea< 
spent and what service he hath done the King for it ; for on 1: 
first undertakeing the warr by sea, he promised to conquer the s 
coast and take the castles there, which he hath not effected. 

Discourseing further with him concerning the opening t' 
wayes to Ballacatt[Bailaghat] and enoourageing the merchants 
bring downe their goods to the sea ports and carry on their trac 
which would be to the Rajahs greate proffitt and increase of 1 
incomes, he answered he doubted not but both would be short 
effected, for that the King of Vizapore, by the Rajahs oft* 
incursions and spoyling of his country, was senoible that a pea 
with him was far more advantagious then a warr, and therefo 
had sent severall Embassadores to treate with him, and! 
doubted not but this raines it would be concluded, and that wh 
the Rajah was crowned he would act more like a King by takii 
care of his subjects and endeavouring to advance trade a: 
commerce, on which he well knows depends the happiness a: 
florishing estates of the Prince. 

From the Mogulls army they have no other news then tfa 
Dllleil Ckaun is already goa to Court, whom they most fearc 
so that there remaynes only Bauder Ckaun against them, whc 
they vallue not, but intend to beate up his quarters after t 
raines. Naragee Funditt thinks there is little probability of pea 
with the Mognll, who being oppulent and not knowing what 
imploy his souldiers about, will always keepe an army agalz 
Sevajee^ but haviug peace with the King of Deoan, he doubts i 
but to hold him to it and make his country flourish againe. 

I Had almost forgot to lett you know that when in disoou] 
I had given Naragee Funditt to understand what had pass 
betwixt the Siddy and your Honour &ca. at Bombay, and t 
reasons of his wintering there, which was contrary to yc 
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consent, bee seemed much satisfied therewith, and tc 
reason of your freindship with and interest in the Mo 
try, you could not deny the Siddy wintering: there, 
could expect nor desire any more but that you would 
him in any thing to his prejudice.

The next day we applied ourselves to Nai 
ditt, desireing him to procure our [ blank ] to the Raja 
all possible be could to attaine it, but the Rajah was, s 
so busie about his Coronation mEalrriage with two o 
women that it was yesterday before wee had aud: 
presented him with those particulars appointed by yc 
dcoa. for him, which he seemed to take kindly, anc 
that wee might now trade securely and without any a] 
of eviU from him, for ihat the peace was concluded. 
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that was our intent, and to that intent your Honour &ca. h 
sent me to his Court to gett some Articles signed and Friviledg 
graunted by him, which were no other then what enjoyed 
Hindustan, Decan, Persia, dcca. where wee had a trade. He repli 
it was very well, and referred us to Mora Punditt, his Pessi 
who is to examine the Articles and gett them sealed, and so too 
his leave and retired into his house, where he is whole da 
together with his Bramines, and will not heare cf any bnsiiie 
but apples himself wholy to his blind devotion. Wee s 
much beholding to Naragee Pundits for ^roeureing us this ^isi 
for had he not interceeded, wee might have been this month he 
without effecting any thing. This day or to-morrow I intend 
visitt his Pessua &ca. Ministers and present them likewise wi 
what intended for them, when wee are likewise to debate on tl 
Articles which they have delivered them translated in t 
Moratty language, against some of which I heare they w 
accept [siC? except], and especially against that wherein’ 
incerted that Bombay amney shall goe currant in the Baja 
dominions, which will never [be] graunted, for after his Goto: 
tion he intends to set up a mint, and proposes to hiiqselfe gre 
advantages thereby, so that Haragee Pundiit; declares hew 
never agree to that. The other is touching our ships being driv 
on shore on his coast by foule weather, that he shall assist us 
the recovery of ship and goods, which is quite against i 
custome and laws of Conean ; but whetheie they will Insist mu 
on the last 1 cannot tell, but shall shortly know, when 1 shall r 
be wanting to advise your Honour.

^eete from India, for which blessing ail due thanks 
to the Almighty for his protection and good gui 
generall affaires. Were there any in these parts th« 
took notice of such generall affairs of forraigne Pjt 
rise or fall, 1 should not be wanting to publish suol 
but it being insignificant to them who gaines or lo 
content to rejoyce among our selvess. 

This morning I sent Naransinay to our Proou 
Punditt to know what hath been transacted in 
touching the signing the Articles wee demanded and 
the vessell belonging to our Broach broker, tal 
SarulQg, and now in Carapatan who very fairely 
vale with which he had so long clouded us with ex 
suddain dispatch, and sent mee word that nothing 
untill the Rajah was crowned, who stopps his 
business whatever, bfing busily employed to get! 
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readyness ( with his Braminies) against that ceremony which 
to be celebrated about fifteen days hence, after which he wi 
likewise be occupied for some days, so that it will be neare 
month ere wee shall be dispatcht. 

He hath graunted ail what we demanded except our mou< 
goeing curiant ia his country and the restoring unto us wh 
wracks may happen on his coasts. Xothe first he says, If yc 
make your money as fine and as weighty as the Mogullsmonc 
it shall goe in his country if his i;eGpIe will take it, but he canti 
force them, neither will he hinder its being current, which wi 
have experimented to be true in the time of our being here, f 
sending our money to change, wee find among the pice th< 
bring us abundance of Bombay pice, but no bugrookes. To tl 
other they say that should they graunt us our wracks, the Fren< 
Butch and other merchants would demand the same, which the 
cannot graunt, being possitively against the Lawes and constit 
tions of their country now, and formerly the Nisamshay Kingdon 
by which they are still governed* They do likewise scruple j 
our desires to pay custome no vrhere but in port, but a? tc th 
they will insert in the articles that whatever custome wee pa' 
and privilledges wee enjoyed at Rajapore in Adell Shas time w< 
shall retaine still, and not be deprived thereof, which if 1 am ni 
mistaken, were large enough. Neragee Funditt advised m< 
likewise that the Rajah had dispatched me, thinking [ had bee 
gone, and left Karrinsinay to looke after the writings and folio’ 
me, declaring that my presence would but little avail, far the 
were already resolved what to signe, to which noo perswasioi 
could alter. But without your Honour &ca. order I shall n< 
stirr hence, although 1 could wish my selfe from this damp az 
feavourish aire, being all day long encompassed with done 
which continually cover the topp of this hill.

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As for wracks, the same law which they use with ns we 
shall use with them if wee finde it to the Company’s advantage 
otherwise not. 

As to the castomes being paid onely at port, it would bee wel 
if you could procure a graunt thereof, but if you cannot, wei 
shall content ourselves with the same customs and priveledgeE 
which wee enjoyed in Adel Shaws time. As to your stay then 
for procuring the articles signed, wee heartily wish you ooulc 
gett them graunled and bring them along with you without the 
necessity of a further charge of keeping Naransina there, whose 
stay will alsoe bee chargeable to the Company, but if you cannoi 
and that you find the ayre and weather doth not agree with you 
and the rest of our freinds, wee leave it to you to act therein as 
you thinok good, but in such case wee desire you to presse Nara^ 
gee Pundet for a speedy dispatch thereof, and in the meane time 
wee much approve of your sending away the supernumerary 
coolies. Wee hope that there will bee a suddaae peace concluded 
between Sevagee and the Mogull, whereby his country will bee 
free and secure for our Masters trade there hereafter.

to know wherin he might be serviceable to us, being very sensib 
of what had passed between us and Anajee, Wee shewed hi 
the request wee intended to make to the Rajah and desired h 
advice. He gave us hopes to expect that all would be graunte 
only that part of our desire about the 5000 pagodas goods to 1 
delivered us in goods at their true valiew, and for instance tou] 
us that when Rarran Sinwey was at Bailee he was about makin 
a bargaine to furnish the Rajah with salt, but requested he migl 
he excused a usuall custome of 5 candy, deducted out of ever 
candy sold him, when the Rtijah answered him that he wou) 
not break his usuall cuslomes, hut rather want the salt.

I haled up oui 
iiiainsaile in the hrailes, for wee could shorten no more saile fot 
foare of being on shoare, ljut ^ mile before the enemy was up 
with him his ensigne and topsaile was struck. The rest of the 
fleet run from me ; seeing ourselves alone. Captain Minchin and 
myselfe encouraged our souldiers and seamen, admonishing them 
what disgrace it would be to Christians to be prisoners to heathens 
but oouragiously to defend and fight the enemy bravely ; they 
unanimously said they would live and dye with us.

some way she stole in last night but none of us could ever see he 
there before. The Siddy sent his Secretary to complement me las 
night and to invite me on board, who tould me they would fitt or 
the groab and shibarr to make their escape from the Island, whio 
wee are jealous of, seeing her now fitted with more rigging the 
formerly ; but wee hope they shall never escape our hands, for we 
will birth our small craft soe neare the shoare that it shall b 
impossible but that wee must seize them ; for the shibarr Sevagy 
armado chast, wee see her clear of them and stood to the Kortl 
ward, what is become of her wee know not ; by the ensigne sb 
belonged to the English or their protection, but for us to hav 
weigh’d and gonne after her there was noe need or occation, ha 
wee seen and known her in distresse wee should have helpt ho 
but wee know nothing more of this vessell. The guns that hav 
been fired are betwixt the Siddy and the Island, powder and shot 
vainely spent; but they have a great master [?muster=strerigtl 
quantity], and the Noquedar tould me it was diversion to fire som 
times, making me his foolish demonstrations rather hatoht b;

Since the writing of this letter wee heard the Siddy had sen 
to treat with the Island.

[served] them, and a Portuguesse. The enemy’s answer was the 
if they would come on shoare (and swore by the water they took 
up) they should receive noe dammage.

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they would surrender they should be kindly dealt by an 
our protection against all people. They answered t 
would not deliver up the Island allthough wee stayed 
twelve months, but if wee had any letters or other n 
treat of they will swore to free egresse and regresse for 
and answer.
